“Oh! Can God ever forgive me? 
Can God ever forgive me?” 


These words were wrung from 
the bleeding heart of a girl, as 
she continued, “Oh! If I just had 
never learned to dance!” In an 
unguarded hour she had sacrificed 
her virtue, and she poured out 
her heart to her teacher. 


This true incident has been 
duplicated in the experience of 
many a leader of our youth, yet 
the dance has steadily gained in 
favor in our churches and church- 
related schools. 

The author determined upon a 
survey of denominational colleges. 
Where can one better feel the 
pulse of the church than in these, 
fostered and maintained by the 
church, and to which the loyal 
churches send their children and 
ministerial students to be edu- 
cated, trained, and molded? If the 
colleges sanction dancing, then so 
do the churches which maintain 
them, or, if not today, then to- 
morrow. The conclusion is inevit- 
able. 

I secured a total of forty-one 
catalogues and bulletins of de- 
nominationally-related colleges. I 
received also twenty-nine persona! 
letters from officers of adminis- 
tration of as many colleges, in 
reply to my inquires on the dance 
question. My own denomination 
was covered by a complete sur- 
vey, and a spot-check of colleges 
of three classes gave definite in- 
formation. In the following report, 
dancing is understood to refer to 
the dance as a part of the social 
life with the approval of college 
authorities. 

When I prepared to read the 
accumulated letters from the col- 
leges of my own denomination, I 
selected first a bunch of letters 
from our “home mission colleges,” 
for the most part, founded by 
our Home Mission Society, with 
an emphasis on education for min- 
isters, and largely supported by 
that society during the years. 

I was due for a shock. Every 
one of the “home mission schools” 
whose letters I opened has danc- 
ing!! I am a Rip Van Winkle. 
While I have slept, the leopard 
has changed his spots. The dance 
is no longer a part of “this vile 
world,” but has become “a friend 
to grace to help me on to God”! 
The completed survey shows that 
of the seven “home mission col- 
leges,” all have dancing. 

‘The rest of the colleges of my

denomination ran as I had thought 
they would. Eleven of the thirteen 
colleges have dancing. 

The spot-check of the collegs of 
the other old-line denominations 
showed that most of the colleges 
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“Let Us Alone!”

-/ Saints in 
Caesar's Household

“All the saints salute you, chiefly they that are of 


Caesar’s household.’’— 


If we had been living in the 
day that Paul wrote his epistle 
to the Philippians, about the last 
place on earth that we would look 
for saints would have been in 
Caesar’s household, Yet they were 
there, and by the grace of God 
they witnessed a good confession. 
From that citadel of Satan, these 
saints sent greetings back to Phil- 
ippi. If we have ears to hear, they 
will surely speak to us also across 
the gulf of the centuries and tell 
us that God is greater than our 
trial; and that no matter where 
our lot may be cast, He will save 
and keep all who trust Him, 


The word “saint” has been in- 
vested with a superstitious and 
idolatrous meaning that is unscrip- 
tural and from which it must be 
divested if we are to get the full 
force of this message. There is a 
church that canonizes some of its 
faithful after they have passed on. 
Prayers are offered’ to them and 
worship given to them which is 
idolatrous. A saint is simply a 
saved sinner. It would have been 
just as proper to have said the 
“believers,” or the “disciples,” or 
the “Christians in Caesar’s house- 
hold greet you.” The word “saint” 
or “sanctified one’ in Scripture 
denotes primarily position rather 
than character. It simply means 
“set apart.” In the Old Testament 


many things were sanctified—the 


tabernacle, the priests, the furni- 
ture of the tabernacle, etc.—that 
is, they were set apart from a 
common unto a holy use. In the 
same way, believers are sanctified, 
that is, set apart. “By the which 
will we are sanctified through 
the offering of the body of Jesus 
Christ once for all.” 


The word “sanctified” has a 
three-fold meaning in Scripture. 
First, it relates to the past, to 
Calvary—we were sanctified or 
set apart for God through the 
finished work of Christ. Second, it 
relates to the present—we are 
being sanctified, or set apart from 
sin, in a progressive sense, by the 
work of the Holy Spirit. Third, it 
relates to the future—we shall 
know entire sanctification when, 
at the close of our earthly pilgrim- 
age, we look into the face of our 
blessed Lord and are “changed 
into the same image.” “When he 
shall appear, we shall be like him, 
for we shall see him as he is.”” Not 
until then will we be completely 
santified. 

The Scriptures clearly teach 
that worship belongs to God alone.

There is merit in no 
other name, 


A Glorious Message 


What message comes to us from 
the saints in Caesar’s household? 
First of all, they tell us that 
Christ can save at any time, in 
any place. These believers were 
the officers of the law who were 
commissioned to guard Paul, a 
prisoner. From his lips they heard 
the .Gospel; in his life they had 
seen its power, and it had led 
them to know Jesus Christ as 
their Saviour. This speaks to us

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standing human gift or ability 
without the self-discipline to use 
it well, is wasted. 


In the mercy of God, the reverse 
is also true, Many a man suffering 
serious physical or mental handi- 
caps has, through self-discipline, 
used his very weakness for great 
blessing. Fanny Crosby’s blessed 
ministry of writing hymns was not 
in spite of her blindness but rather 
because of it. Abraham Lincoin’s 
early poverty taught him an ap- 
preciation for common men. The 
Apostle Paul stated that _ the 
Lord had given him a greater 
measure of grace because of his in- 
firmity. 

We sometimes conclude, a little 
illogically, that a person who be- 
comes a Christian should auto- 
matically possess a fully-developed, 
well-built character. They are 
shocked to discover that a Chris- 
tian may fall into the grossest 
type of sin, or that he may seem 
to be completely lacking in sound 
moral backbone. But _ spiritual 
growth, like physical growth, is 
not guaranteed just in the process 
of being born. It is something 
which must be worked at daily, 
just as surely as we work at pro- 
viding for the needs of the body. 

What a challenge, then, for all 
of us who are parents to keep 
everlastingly at the job of endow- 
ing our children with this precious, 
almost-elusive gift! May God give 
us wisdom as we teach our chil- 
dren the joy of hard work; the 
necessity for higher-than-average 
standards; the responsibility for 
doing right whether it is easy or 


When I was a child I used to 
be intrigued by the fairy tales in 
which some individual was granted 
three wishes. In the stories (as 
in life) the first heart’s desire was 
usually a foolish one, and so the 
next two wishes had to be used to 
correct the problems caused by the 
fulfillment of the first.

Education,’ offered sufficient food 
for thought for me to reproduce 
it in this column. The editorial 
said:

are three things to keep 
about Federal Govern- 
ment projects. (1) No matter 
how modestly they are launched 
in scope or in cost, there is no 
stopping them after that. (2) No 
matter hew well-meaning the 
purposes are to begin with, they 
soon become’ distorted. (3) What- 
ever the Federal Government pays 
for, it controls in one way or 
another. 

“Federal aid to education 
case in point. 

“For instance, the bill alread? 
has grown beyond President Ken- 


is a 


nedy'’s original request by $186 
million in the House version and 
$252 million in the Senate—and 
it doesn’t reach the floor for de- 
bate until tomorrow. Even if. it 
goes through without the trim- 


mings, that will be only the start. 
One can count on subsequent ad- 
ministrations énd Congresses 
yielding to pressure for more. 

“You can count on this from 
experience, for actually the Gov- 
ernment has been in the aid to 
education business two years now. 
The National Defense Education 
Act was passed in 1958 as a 
‘temporary’ measure. It has been 
costing in the neighborhood of 
$160 million a year. Just last 
month President Kennedy recom- 
mended that this be increased 
steadily to $403 million a year 
by 1965. 

“The National Defense Educa-« 
tion Act also is one of those high- 


minded things that got out of 
hand. Initially it was supposed 
to promote science in fields like 
chemistry, physics, mathematics, 
and engineering where skills are 
in short supply, yet necessary for 
national security. The act is ac- 


complishing this to a degree, it is 
true; but what clse is it doing 
‘Three Indiana University stu- 
dents, under NDEA scholarships, 
are working toward their doctor- 
in folk music. The study of 
catia music is being financed 
by_ defense education funds at the 
Eastman School of Music. An- 
other NDEA program teaches 
English to high school English 
teachers. NDEA-subsidized _ stu- 
dents are studying Spanish history

Asked to ex- 
plain the folk music project, for 
example, the Office of Education 
noted that ‘the academie study 
of folklore is particularly ad-« 
vanced in the Soviet Union.’ 

“Can there be federal aid toa 
education without federal control? 
If so, it will be the only federally 
financed program that does not 
have regulatory strings attached. 
In fact, Senator Byrd pointed out 
a few days ago that it would be 
‘irresponsible for a federal agency 
to pass out billions of dollars with- 
out exercising control over the 
programs for which they are pro- 
vided.’ The taxpayers themselves 
would have it no other way.”

checked (except those of one de- 
nomination) have dancing. 


The similar check of the col- 
leges of the smaller and off-shoot 
denominations showed definite 
rules against dancing in some 
schools. 

A like check of the colleges of 
the “holiness-type” denominations 
showed definite rules against 


dancing in all of the _ schools 
checked. 
This study indicates that a 


great change of attitude toward 
the dance has been, and is, taking 
‘place in our churches. The rules 
and regulations laid down by the 
“founding fathers” of our older 
colleges reflect. the prevailing 
standards of the churches of their 
day. As revealed by this survey, 
the college rules were strict and 
the standards high. One quotation 
expresses the general thought of 
the founders: ““To produce a maxi- 
mum spiritual. benefit to a 
perishing world.” SEE 
Finding myself out of step with 
the apologists for the dance, I 
ask: “Has the leopard really 
changed his spots? Has human 


! nature changed, or is the change

due to the lack of conviction and 
spiritual insight in the member- 


‘ship of our churches today?” 


Let us look at the arguments, 
which in the past were advanced 


. against the dance, when the evan- 


gelist devoted one of his sermons 


» to the evils of the world, of which 
_ the dance was a major one. There 


were three main lines of thought: 
is based on’ sex and 
awakens sex passions; dancing js 
opposed to Scripture teaching; 
dancing is inconsistent with the 
Christian life. 

Accepting these arguments as 
valid, the church expected one 
who claimed “conversion” to re- 
frain from the dance. The growth 
of the church in popularity and 
wealth in large measures accounts 
for the great change that has tak- 
en place. As the line between the 
church and the world has become 
more and more dim, it has_ be- 
come easier to accept the dance 
than to purify the church. 

But how has the church dis- 
posed of these arguments to which 
it once subscribed? Largely by 
silence. Neither pastor nor evan- 
gelist mentions the dance. It is 
assumed that without instructions, 
a “convert” will satisfy his con- 
science and his God. 

But..where opposition to the 
dance has been insistent, the ar- 
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guments have been met point by 
point by the nts of danc- 
ing. “True,” say they, “both sexes 
participate in the dance, but posi- 
tions taken in the dance are not 
‘vulgar, tempting, indecent, arous- 
ing passions,’ if participants and 
observers are pure in thought, If 
chaperoned, all possible evils of 
the dance are avoided” “A rein- 
terpretation of the Scriptures 
quoted against the dance” say the 
dance advocates, “shows that the 
world is really good, not bad; 
that the dance, instead of being 
part of a ‘vile world,’ is essentially 
good; not only harmless, but posi- 
tive in its goodness.” 


“And,” they continue, “the 
dance is not inconsistent with the 
Christian life. It is only incon- 
sistent with the ‘blue laws’ of a 
narrow church. Unreasonable 
rules have made it appear bad.” 


But my mind refuses to thus | 
dispose of the question. I_ cannot 
go along with those who refuse to 
see harm in the dance. Let. us 
reconsider the -points once ac- 
cepted by the church against it. 

That the dance is based on sex 
cannot successfully be denied. No 
other institution outside of mar- 
riage depends on the participation 
of both sexes, and while human 
nature is human nature, such 
positions as the dance allows will 
tend to arouse sex passions. These 
positions would, in any situation 
other than family relationships, be 
taken only for the sex thrill. By 
what mental alchemy does this 
physical juxta-position of the sex- 
es become harmless in the dance? 

And here we may ask: “What 
part might this institution—the 
dance—have in the sex debacle 
of this generation? This debacle 
may be shown by one quotation 
from a news item: “Pregnancy 
among unmarried adolescent girls 
is increasing, possibly influenced 
by teen-age tolerance toward sex- 
ual activity,” a government social 
worker, Mrs. Katherine Brownell 
Oettinger, chief of the U. S. Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, said. “The rate of 
motherhood per 1000 unmarried 
women tripled between 1940 and 
1956” (quoting from an item in 
the Progress-Bulletin of Pomona, 
Calif). 

Statistics attest that we are liv- 


ing in a constant sex-atmosphere 


in the social life of America today. 
In checking all possible causes of 
this sex-atmosphere, I would 
name as an A-l cause—the dance 
—an institution depending for its 
very existence on the pairing of 
the sexes with physical contact. 

Let us quote some of those 
Scripture passages against which 
the dance has opposed itself: 


“Come ye out from among them 
and be ye separate’; 


“Make no provision for the flesh 
to fulfill the lusts thereof’: 


“Whosoever therefore is a friend 
of the world, is an enemy of 
God”; 

“Follow holiness, without which 
no man shall see the Lord”; 


“To keep himself unspotted from 
the world”; 


“But ye are washed, but ye are 
sanctified.” 


These Scripture quotations, 
with large numbers of others, and 
the great teachings embedded in 
them, with an honest interpreta- 
tion, give nothing but condem- 
nation for the dance. That divine 
institution—the church—must not 
tolerate this institution of the 
world—the dance. 


Dancing is inconsistent with the 
individual Christian life. I pro- 
fess that I am born again, and 
yet I dance. I know that I must 
strive after holiness—and yet I 
dance, I profess to follow Christ 
—and yet I dance with the world 
that crucified Him. This incon- 
sistency escapes criticism in large 
measure, for worldliness is a 
theme not used in the pulpit to- 
day. 

I cannot change the convictions 
which, as a Christian, I have al- 
ways held against the dance. I 
cannot look upon the dance floor 
without saying, “Here is a battle- 
field upon which many a Christian 
character has been wounded, even 
unto death, with the odds all 
against the Christian.” I cannot 
stifle the agonized cry of the girl 
with whose story I began” this 
article, “Oh! If I just had never 
learned to dance!” 


Standards of churches have 
changed; rules of their colleges 
have changed; the leopard’s spots 
have been painted over: but hu- 
man nature has not changed; the 
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will be back teaching in Bob Jones 
University before you get this and 
a baby sitter will watch after lit- 
tle Roger.

On the Senate floor the crisis 
was fought by resisting efforts to 
trim a 5.1 billion dollar appropria- 
tion for welfare and labor pro- 
grams 

This 5.1 billion dollars hasn't 
the remotest connection with Ber- 
lin, but is nevertheless 297 million 
dollars more than the administra- 
tion asked for. The Senators who 
wanted to trim it had the un 
expected support of Senators 
Douglas of Illinois and Proxmire 
of Wisconsin, but even so ‘they 
failed. 


The fear in Washington no 
longer seems to be that Mr. Ken- 
nedy will spend too much, but 
rather that he will spend too 
little. The fiscal year 1962 is bare- 
ly a month old and already the 
anticipated spending for the year 
amounts to a peace-time record 
of 88.5 billion dollars. This is 7.6 
billion more than Mr._ Eisen- 
hower’s budget estimate in Janu- 
ary, and herein lies another rec- 
ord. Never has actual spending 
run this far ahead of the budget 
—and there is still 11 months to 
go. 
~ Instead of the small surplus. ex- 
pected in the Eisenhower budget, 
we now face an expected deficit 
of at least 6 billion dollars. 

After his inauguration, Mr. 
Kennedy succeeded in bolstering 
confidence in the dollar by pro- 
claiming his belief in fiscal re- 
sponsibility and a balanced budget. 
Does he still believe in. these 
things? If so, will he veto any of 
this spending? We doubt it .be- 
cause, for the most part, it ear- 
ries out the domestic spending 
program to which he committed 
himself when he was not think- 
ing of confidence in the dollar. 

The administration and Con- 
gress must share the blame for 
rushing faster toward a deficit 
than any preceding administration, 
and for a flagrant disregard of the 
budget. Until there is -an -end 
to this uncontrolled mania for 
spending, there will be little hape 
for the taxpayer and little hope 
for sound money or a _ sound 
economy.

Hundreds of illustrations might 
be given. I mention only two. On

rand. He went home to bury his 
mother—but he went with the joy 
of the Lord in his heart. 


One morning at two o'clock I 
was called to the bedside of a 
poor, dying girl in a house of 
shame. I was never more conscious 
of the presence of the Lord than 
I was in that place. Five of her 
companions stood about the bed 
as’‘I tried to lead this little gir] 
-——she was only in her teens—into 
the light of the Gospel. They were 
all outcasts. As I read, at the 
dying girl’s request, j the story 
ef the ninety and nine and told 
them of the Good Shepherd who 
gave His life for the sheep, He 
Himself was there. A heart was 
going out after Him, a spirit was 
feeling for God; and He came “to 
seek and to save that which was 
lost.” It may be that -He is often 
outside of the organization that we 
eall the church, knocking and try- 
ing to get in. But whether it be 
at a deathbed, or on 4 street cor- 
ner, or in a humble’ mission, or 
anywhere else, He is always close 
beside the sinner who is seeking 
Him. Any time, anywhere, any- 
body may come, for Jesus said, 
“Him that cometh to me I will 
in no wise cast out.” 


I wonder if there are not a great 
many people in factories, in stores, 
in homes, that would believe unto 
Salvation if only someone would 
show them the way. One cannot be 
saved without believing; and 
“faith cometh by hearing, and 
hearing by the word of God.” We 
sometimes sing: 


Jesus would save, 
But there’s no one to tell them. 


The Lord put you right where 
you are that you might witness 
there for Him and proclaim the 
glorious message of salvation. 
True, you may have gone there in 
order to make enough money to 
pay the rent, and to buy bread 
for the family. But God had some- 
thing to do with your appointment. 
He has been waiting a long time 
for you to make a saint of some 
sinner close by. 


Personal Responsibility 
Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman used to 
tell of a great Presbyterian 
Church in New York where, one 


| 


night, the pastor called the elders 


| together and -poured- out his: soul 
| before them. He told ‘them that he 


was utterly discouraged and felt 
that he must resign and go else- 
where, They tried to remind him 
that he had splendid congregations 
and that he was getting more 
money through the offerings than 
any of his predecessors had been 
able to get. 


“But, oh,” he replied, “I am 
commissioned to make disciples! 
God called me to bring men to 
Jesus Christ, and none are being 
brought. Tell me when anyone has 
made a decision for Christ during 
my pastorate. If an elder has any 
special business under Heaven it 
is to win souls. I want to ask 
each of you elders a question, Have 
you led a soul to Jesus?” Every 
one of them had to say no. More 
than that, they had to admit that 
they had not even tried. That was 
the tragedy of it. 


“Well,” said the preacher, “I 
am going to resign. I think you 
elders ought also to resign and 
make room for men who will be 
real elders, and for a pastor whose 
ministry will be effective.” 


The resignation was not accept- 
ed, but as a result of this confer- 
ence, they all got down on their 
knees and confessed their sin. The 
next morning a very influential 
man in that group went to his of- 
fice. He rang the bell for his con- 
fidial clerk. 


“John, how long have you been 
here?” he asked. . 

“Five years.” 

“Do you know I am a Chris- 
tian?” 

“Yes, sir.” 

“Do you know I am. an elder in 
the church?” 

“Yes, sir; 
church.” 

“John, are you a’ Christian?” 

‘No, sir.” 

“Have you ever iinet that 
I have not asked you about this 
before?”’

by name, he said, “There is a ques- 
tion I have often wanted to ask 
you, but I have been a coward.” 

“Why?” replied the lawyer. “I 
did not know that you were afraid 
of anything. What is the ques- 
tion?” 

“Why are you not a Christian?” 

The lawyer replied, “Is there 
not something in the Bible to the 
effect that no drunkard shall have 
any part in the kingdom of God? 
You know my weakness.” 

“That is not my question. My 
question is, Why are you not a 
Christian?” 

“Well,” said the lawyer, “nomin- 
ally I am an Episcopalian, but I 
cannot recall that anybody ever 
asked me if I were a Christian, 
and I am sure nobody ever told me 
how to become one.” 

Then that hard-headed business- 
man drew his chair close to the 
lawyer and read to him passages 
from the Gospel of John, and also 
Acts 13:38, 39. Then he said sim- 
ply, “Let us get down and pray.” 

The lawyer prayed first: “O Je- 
sus, Thou knowest what a slave 
I am to drink. Here this morning 
Thy servant has shown me the 
way to God. Oh, break the power 
of this habit in my life!” 

Later I heard this man give 
his testimony. “Put it down big, 
put it down plain,” he said, “that 
He broke that power instantly.” 
He did not have to fight and 
struggle against the habit. God 
broke it for him. Who was this 
lawyer? Dr. C. I. Scofield, the 
editor of the Scofield Reference 
Bible. Was it worthwhile for that 
friendly businessman to say a 
word for Jesus Christ? Scofield 
was ready for the Word, There are 
others like him, but there is no 
one to tell them. They need he 
cheering message of the saints in 
Caesar’s household.

Abundant Grace 


What else do these saints in 
strange places tell us? In the 
second place, they prove that 
Christ can make and keep Chris- 
tians victorious. Frequently we 
may be called upon to suffer, as 
Paul did, not only for Christ’s 
sake, but for the sake of our 
brethren. But in distress there 
may be joy, in conflict there may 
be victory. With the shackles on 
his wrists, Paul wrote to Timothy, 
“T suffer ... even unto bonds, but 
the word of God is not bound.” 
The body may be shackled, but 
the Living Word cannot be bound. 

There comes to my mind a 
Christian brother who suffered 
probably as much as any human 
being has ever suffered. His wife 
and two daughters died within a 
week, and a little later his son 
was taken from him. His own body 
was afflicted. It became necessary 
to amputate both limbs, his left 
arm, and two fingers of his right 
hand. The last ten years of his 
life were spent in a home for in- 
curables. Oh, how much he en- 
dured! Just before he died he 
wrote a little poem descriptive of 
his attitude toward this whole bit- 
ter experience. The title is “My 
Master’s Orders”: 


Go, work and pray; 
Such were the orders 
And should I dare to 


Then His command 

Was wholly changed; 

He bade me sit and contemplate 
The working of His hand. 

Today His will 


Is spoken in these words: Lie still. 
And shall I not His will fulfill? 


Lie still and pray: 
This is my Lord’s command today, 
And I will do His will—His way.

In the eleventh chapter of He- 
brews we _ are _ introduced to 
twenty-one characters, each one 
representing a separate and a 
progressive phase of the faith 
life. Each one passed through a 
different kind of trial. They were 
not all delivered out of the furnace 
of afflictions; but if they were 
not, they were delivered in it. God 
can keep you from going into 
the fire if He wills, and He often 
does; or He can sustain you while 
you are passing through it. Which 
is greater—to have no trial, or to 
have some fierce testing and find 
that His grace is sufficient for it? 

Of the heroes of Hebrews eleven, 
some ‘quenched the violence of 
fire, escaped the edge of the 
sword, out of weakness were made 
strong others had trial of 
mockings and scourgings, 


yea, moreover of bonds and im- 
prisonment: They were stoned, 
they were sawn asunder, were 
tempted, were slain with the 
sword: they wandered about in 
sheepskins and goatskins; being 
destitute, afflicted, tormented; Of 
whom the world was not worthy.” 

In the same spirit of loyalty 
to Christ, a Chinese Christian, 
filed with compassion for his 
brethren, the coolies, sold himself 
to five years of slavery in the 
mines that he might preach the 
Gospel there. When he died, it 
was estimated that two hundred 
souls had been brought to Christ 
through his instrumentality, and 
God alone knows how many more 
there were. Like Paul in Caesar’s 
household, this noble Chinese be- 
came a bond slave that he might 
tell the story of God’s love. There 
are not many like him. We sing 
fervently: 


Where He leads me, I will follow, 


but do we mean what we say? 
Obedience requires that we go 
unto Him without the camp, bear- 
ing His reproach.

A saint in Caesar’s household! 
Have you ever thought what it 
meant to be a saint in the days of 
infamous Nero? One of his 
biographers has said that “the 
name of Nero was a shudder.” 
Rome was a cesspool of iniquity 
and sensuality. Yet there were

In the year A. D. 64, after the 
great fire for which Nero was 
responsible, in order to turn sus- 
picion from himself, he blamed the 
Christians.

Pin-pricks annoy us. We are @& 
long way from the brand of de- 
votion that characterized the 
saints in Caesar’s household. But 
of such devotion the world stands 
sorely in need, May there come to 
each of us a new interpretation of 
Christ’s command, “If any mar 
will come after me, let him deny 
himself, and take up his cross, 
and follow me,” and a new willing- 
ness to obey.

I, A Typical Sinner’s Attitude 
You will notice he had a 
TYPICAL ATTITUDE. He want- 
ed Christ to let him alone. Sin 
always wants to. be let alone. It 
does not want to be meddied with. 
Ever since the first. sinner. hid 
from God among the trees of the 
garden, sinners have been running 
from God, and running from His 
servants. They run from the light. 
“For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh 
to the light, lest his deeds should 
be reproved |discovered!”’ (John 
3:20). Sinners are so shy of 
Christ and the truth that it takes 
holy boldness, great tact, and 
“sanctified common _ sense” to 
know how to deal with them. 


A sinner learns to throw up 
barricades and roadblocks. “I don’t 
want to talk religion,” he Says. 
How strange! He will talk on any 
other subject by the hour. What 
he calls “religion” may disturb 
his conscience. And that is just 
the thing he does not want to 
happen. He wants his conscience 
let along. He may say, “Don’t 
preach to me.” You may be very 
mild and courteous; but it affords 
him an opportunity to get rid 
of you, or to intimidate you, by 
labeling your efforts as preaching. 
And preaching, as he terms. it, is 
dictating or domineering. The root 
of the matter is that he wants 
to be let alone. 


Nothing could please the world 
better than to have preachers and 
personal workers keep still. As 
a man shrinks from having his 
boil touched, so sinners shrink 
from having their sin dealt with. 


A number of years ago the writ- 
er suffered from a severe leg 
trouble. The pain was terrific. I 
dreaded to have the doctor even 
touch it, but he said, “Unless I 
can touch it, I can do you no 
good.’ I wanted it let alone, but 
he needed to touch and examine it 
for my own good. 

Sinner, do you really want to 
be let alone? Do you realize what 
it would mean to you if Christ 
let you alone entirely? All tem- 
poral blessings, as well as what 
we regard as spiritual blessings, 
are Christ’s blessings. If He were 
to let you alone, all these bless- 
ings would cease. The air you 
breathe, the strength in your mus- 
cles, the food you eat, the water 
you drink, are all His. Your very 
physical life is His life which He 
has allowed you to have for a 
season. Can you afford the loss of 
these things? Even if there were 
‘no Hell for sinners, the mere 
subtraction of His blessings would 
utterly ruin you. 

Christ—-will let you alone if you 
insist, and really mean it. Beware 
lest you try Him too far. “To day, 
if ye will hear his voice, harden 
not. your hearts...” (Heb. 3:7, 
8). Some people have grieved, 
offended, and refused the Holy 
Spirit so much and so often thai 
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they are Wardened, cold and dé- 
fiant. Many such may never be 
reached for God. , 


If you insist on being let alone, 
God will one day abandon you 
forever. You will get your wish. 
Rather, you will get what you 
thought you wished. Actually, no 
greater calamity could befall you 
than to be let alone or be aban- 
doned. by the Lord. 


It is said that Voltaire, the 
French infidel, exclaimed on his 
deathbed, “O Christ! O Lord Je- 
sus!” Then, turning his face, he 
would cry out, “I must die— 
abandoned of God and men!” Tom 
Paine, when dying, said, “I would 
give worlds if The Age of Reason 
had never been published! O Lord, 
help me! O Christ, help me! 
Stay with me! IT IS HELL TO 
BE LEFT ALONE!” No child, 
abandoned of its parents in @ 
dark room, ever felt a hundreth 
part of the terror you will feel 
if and when the Christ you think 
you do not want is compelled to 
say, “Depart from me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for 
the devil and his angels” (Matt. 
25:41). If you will want Him 
then, don’t seek to be let alone 
now. 


2, Sinners Must Reckon 
With Jesus 


He asked a very significant and 
universal question: “What have 
we to do with thee?” Why is it 
that every man must reckon with 
Jesus? No one can escape Him. 
He declared, ‘“‘And I, if I be lifted 
up from the earth [i.e. Crucified}, 
will draw all men unto /|Greek 
pros, toward| me” (John 12:32). 
You can no more escape the draw- 
ing of Christ than you can escape 
gravity. You can resist gravity, 
but you cannot stop its pull. You 
may resist Christ, but you cannot 
deny that He has drawn you. As 
the earth does not necessarily 
draw all things to it, but does 
draw all things toward it: so 
Christ draws all men toward Him, 
though by their resistance they 
may prevent Him from drawing 


them all the way to Him. 

You might as well try to divorce 
yourself from the earth and ask 
of it, “What have I to do with 
you?” as to ask this question of 
Christ. Shall a babe nursing at 
its mother’s breast demand of her, 
“What have I to do with you?” 
Shall the fish say to the ocean, 
“I don’t need you”? Or shall the 
bird say to the air, “I declare my 
independance of you’’? 

If Christ were only a man, you 
would not necessarily have any- 
thing to do with Him. Thousands 
of great men have come and gone, 
and we had nothing te do with 
them. Many of them we never 
heard of. We had no obligation to-

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ward them. We did not have te 
accept or reject them. 


But we must all accept or re- 
ject Jesus Christ. You may. not 
want to deal with Him. You may 
try to evade the responsibility. 
But there He stands, as He did 
before Pilate. And you are con- 
fronted with the same question 
that confronted him on that fatal 
day. The question you must and 
will ask yourself is, “What shall 
I do then with Jesus which is 
called Christ?” (Matt. 27:22). 
You may try to “wash your 
hands” of Him and say, “I 
am innocent of the blood of this 
just person,’ but you cannot es- 
cape judging Him, one way or an- 
other. It was the same Pilate that 
washed his hands of Christ (as 
he thought) who was officially re- 
sponsible for His execution. “And 
Pilate GAVE SENTENCE that 
it should be as they required’”’ 
(Luike 23:24). As you have re- 
jected Him from time to time, 
you have, in a sense, sentenced 
Him to crucifixion.

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I have not accepted Him.” But 
when a friend knocks for admis- 
sion into your home and you do not 
receive Him, you automatically re- 
ject him. My dear lost soul, do you 
realize that all you have to do 
to be damned is to do nothing? 
The sin that leads to Hell is a 
negative sin, not a positive one. 
r he that believeth NOT is 
condemned already, because he 
hath NOT believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God” 
(John 3:18). “... he that believ- 
eth NOT the Son shall not see 
life; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him” (John 3:36). “In flaming 
fire taking vengeance on them 
that know NOT God, and that 
obey NOT the Gospel of our Lord 
Jesus Christ” (II Thess. 1:8). “And 
whosoever was NOT found writ- 


ten in the book of life was cast 
into the lake of fire’ (Rev. 
20:15). 


When God requires you to re- 
pent and believe in the Lord Jesus 
Christ, all you have to do to 
be guilty is just NOT to repent 
and believe. Just go right on in 
your own sweet way and leave 
Christ out of your life. But if 
you do, He will leave you out of 
Heaven. Be religious if you will: 
be a church member, sing in the 
choir, be a deacon, be a preacher, 
do all the good deeds you can 
think of. But, with all this, if you 
leave Christ out, He will say to 
you at the Judgment, “I never 
knew you: depart from me, ye 
that work iniquity” (Matt. 7:23). 


What do you have to do with 
Jesus? Everything! He created 
you. He sustains you every mo- 
ment. He gives you life, breath, 
food, clothing, and every tem- 
poral blessing. Greatest of all, He 
died for you. God will not compel 
you to accept His Son, but He 
does compel you to do something 
with Him, You must decide one 
way or another. God will not 
suffer you to ignore His Son. 

I plead with you in His blessed 
name, ACCEPT HIM NOW! 
Then you will discover the blessed- 
ness of having everything to do 
with Him. You will want to do 
nothing apart from Him. Instead 
of resenting His intervention in 
your life, you will marvel at His 
grace in stooping to.have any- 
thing to do with sinners such as 
we are. 


3. Sinners Are Feolishly 
Afraid of Christ 


This man totally misunderstood 
the mission of Christ. He asked, 
“Art thou come to destroy us?” 
No wonder he wanted to be let 
alone! No one wants to be de- 
stroyed. Oh, the misunderstanding 
in the world about Christ! Even 
the shepherds misunderstood the 
first announcement of His coming, 
and “were sore afraid.” The ange! 
had to make a correciion then, 
as God's servants must make now 

time and again. He said, “Fear 
not: for, behold, I bring you good 


tidings of great joy, which shall 
be to all people. For unto you 
is born this day in the city of 
David a Saviour ‘not a destroyer 
or trouble-maker}, which is Christ 
the Lord’ (Luke 2:10, 11). 


Think of it! Millions of souls 
lost for eternity because of the 
misunderstanding of God’s purpose 
in Christ. He did not come to de- 
stroy you, nor to make you mis- 


erable. He did not come to im- 
pose a burden upon you, but to 
bear vour burdens. He did not

to take your sin away. He did 
not come to bring sad news, but 
glad tidings. He did not come to 
kill joy, but to give joy; not to 
bring death, but to bring life. 
The Scriptures are clear, force- 
ful and repetitious on this glori- 
ous theme. “The Son of man is 
not come to DESTROY men’s 
lives, but to SAVE them” (Luke 
9:56). “For God sent not his Son 
into the world to CONDEMN the 
world; but that the world through 
him might be SAVED” (John 
3:17). Christ said, “I came not 
to JUDGE the world, but to 
SAVE the world” (John 12:47). 
Out of a bleeding, weeping, heart, 


He lamented over Jerusalem 
which utterly misunderstood 
Him, “O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, 


thou that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them that are sent unto 
thee |they killed or abused their 
benefactors|, how often would I 
have gathered thy- children to- 
gether, even AS A HEN GATH- 
ERETH HER CHICKENS UN- 
DER HER WINGS, and ye would 
not!” (Matt. 23:37). His gracious 
purpose was to gather them under 
the wings of His salvation—but 
they would not. Instead of hark- 
ening to the prophets (whose only 


purpose was their good), they 
killed them! When others were 
sent to them with only gracious 


intent, they stoned them. And the 
greatest Benefactor of all—the 
Saviour who came not to con- 
demn but to save—they CRUCI- 
FIED! 

And what have YOU done 
with this same _ gracious Sav- 


iour? Have you acted any better 


than ancient Jerusalem? He is 
weeping over YOU today and say- 
ing, “How often I would have 
saved you, blessed you, used you 
and made your life happy, but 
you would not! How often I would 
have helped you, and answered 
your prayers, but you would not.” 

Spurgeon tells of a poor woman 
in London who was so impover- 


ished that she could not pay her 
rent. She lived in fear of the 
landlord, whose coming for his 
rent she dreaded sorely. Some 


good men heard of her plight and 
called one day to pay her rerftt. 
She heard their knock at the door, 
but she was only filled with alarm. 
The dreaded landlord had come! 
In great fear, she hid herself and 
would not go to the door. After 
repeated knocking the men at 
last turnedgaway. Later, she saw 
her tragic mistake’ and realized 
how foolish she had been.

4. The Sinner’s Conscience 
Works for the Gospel 

This man made an amazing con- 
fession. “I know thee, who thou 
art, the Holy One of God.” You 
would not expect a man like that 
to know who Jesus is, but he did. 
Let,preachers and personal work- 
ers know that man’s conscience is 
on their side. God has seen to it 
that the voice of conscience, even 
in the worst of men, bears witness 
to the deity and Saviourhood of 
Christ. When wicked men 
use the name of Jesus in profani- 
ty, they bear unconscious witness 
to His deity. If it were not wicked 
to use His name in vain, it would 
not appeal to them! Sissy ex- 
pressions do not appeal to their 
“masculinity.” They must use onl) 
daring, dangerous words! It is 
the SIN of taking His name in

vain that tempts them to blas- 
pheme. 
But such innate knowledge

on the part of men only renders 
them the more inexcusable. They 
are sinning against light in reject- 
ing° Him. They. know in their in- 
most conscience that they are re- 
jecting GOD, It is no sin neces- 
sarily to reject a man, but it is a 
deadly sin to reject God. 


If He had indeed come to de- 
stroy you, you might he excused 
if you rejected Him. If He had

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come only to make life burden- 
some to you, your aloofness would 
be understandable. But what ex- 
planation, or excuse, can you give 
for rejecting His love, His kind- 
ness, His grace, His favor? 

If Christ came to sell you salva- 
tion, you might justly claim that 
you could not afford it. If He 
demanded righteousness as a con- 
dition, you might well plead that 
you did not have what He re- 
quired. If He required wisdom, 
riches, maximum education, etc., 
you might be totally disqualified. 
But since salvation is not based on 
merit, human buying-power, right- 
eousness, wisdom, riches, or edu- 
cation, but on faith alone, God 
has shut you up with the simple 
decision: Will you have His Son 
or not? Will you believe in Him 
or not? Will you take the water 
of life freely, or will you refuse 
it? “And let him that is athirst 
come. And WHOSOEVER WILL, 
let him TAKE the water of life 
freely |i.e. without charge |”’ (Rev. 
22:17). This invitation from God 
says nothing of conditions, except 
thirst. God is not looking for 
worthy or good people, but He is 
looking for THIRSTY people, peo- 
ple who are thirsty for Him and 
His salvation. Do you have that 


5. Sinners Instinctively Feel 
and Fear Christ’s Holiness 
This man recognized true holi- 

ness when he saw it. He called 
the Lord Jesus “the Holy One of 
God.” It is significant that though 
he had “an unclean spirit,” he 
recognized a clean, pure and holy 
spirit in Christ. Uncleanness pays 
willing or unwilling tribute to 
cleanness and purity. Uncleanness 
feels all the more unclean in the 
presence of holiness. If Christ 


were only holy, and not gracious 
and merciful, His very holiness 
would drive us away in despair. 


A man in rags and tatters shuns 
those in fine clothing, because he 
is made conscious. of his unfit- 
ness for society. A little boy who 
had been brought up in dirt and 
squalor spent a number of days 


No matter how sinful you are, 
no matter how filthy, the CLEAN- 
EST thing you can do is to come 
to God, not run from Him. And 
when He sees you coming in true 
repentance and faith, He will 
“Run” to meet you. He will hug 
and kiss you. He will receive you 
with wide open arms. He will put 
a ring on your hand and shoes 
on your feet. He will dress you in 
the best robe that Heaven can 
afford—the righteousness and 
holiness of Christ. He will kill the 
fatted calf for you, and all 
Heaven will put on a celebration 
such as earth has never seen for, 
as He puts it, “This my son was 
DEAD, and is alive again; he was 


LOST, and is found” (Luke 
15:24). 
Oh, I beg of you, do not let 


Christ alone. And do not ask 
Him to let you alone. He is just 
the one you need. He qualifies in 
every respect. He is the altogeth- 
er lovely and lovable One. If He 
is not all this in your sight, it is 
because you misunderstand Him. 
Somebody or something has mis- 
represented Him, or distorted His 
image. God help you to see Him 
and love Him—as He is! 


If you still want him to let you 
alone, the only place to get away 
from Him is HELL. And even 
there you will be haunted by that 
pure and spotless Lamb of God 
who came to our sin-cursed earth 
to die for sinners like you and 
me; the One who at infinite cost 
procured our pardon, sealed our 
forgiveness in His own blood, and 
opened to us the gates of Heaven.
